Added to this is the apprehension 
that, notwithstanding the utmost

Only two other nations have been 
withdrawing gold from the United 
States recently, Spain and Mexico.

TRANSYLVANIA TWICE HIT.

LONDON, May 24, 2:40 a. m.— 
Survivors of the torpedoed transport 
Transylvania, who are now in Eng- 
land, say that the vessel was struck 
by the first torpedo at 10 o'clock 
in the morning. The ship was 
greatly damaged, but the engines 
were uninjured and the captain 
tried to reach shore, several miles 
distant, in the hope of beaching the 
vessel. A quarter of an hour later 
a second torpedo hit the engine 
room and the ship was brought to a 
standatill and began to settle. 
The first torpedo is believed to 
have killed a large number of m 
while the second caused the death o 
most of those In the engine room 
and stokehold, wrecked the machin- 
ery, put out the electric lights and 
tore away a large part of the side 
of the vessel. It also struck a load- 
ed boat, blowing it to pieces. 
All the boats were rapidly low- 
ered, the nurses aboard embarking 
first. The soldiers, who were lined 
up on the deck, shouted jocular fare- 
wells and sang “Tipperary” and 
other soldier songs. Destroyers 
raced to the rescue and worked en- 
ergetically until crowded to capacity 
with survivora, many of whom were

Accounts of the rescue work dif- 
fer. Some say all who survived the 
explosion were saved and another 
account claims that owing to tne 
lumpy sea and the dangerous posi- 
tion of the steamer a party of about 
150 soldiers could not be rescued. 
All accounts indicate that the great 
bulk of the casual was due to 
the explosion of the torpedoes and 
that none of the nurses were lost.

WASHINGTON, May 25.— The 
size of the nation’s tax burden for 
the first of the war was debated by 
the Senate Finance Committee today 
without reaching a final decision.

Thousands of Young Men will Sign Their Names to 
the Rolls on June Fifth, Without a Hitch, According 
to Word that has Come from Every County in the 


ACRAMENTO, May 25.—Call- 
8 fornia now is completely pre- 
pared for the registration of 
men for military service, June 5, 
according to an announcement made 
today by Director Ralph Merritt of 
the State Bureau of Military Regis- 
tration, A telegram bearing this 
information was sent today by Gov. 
Stephens to Provost-Marshal-General, 
Crowder, in charge of registration, 
in Washington. This supplemented 
a message sent last night when fifty- 
three of the fifty-eight counties had 
announced their readiness. 

According to Merritt, every county 
in the State has reported that it has 
completed all plans for the registra- 
tion. According to a telegram re- 
ceived today by Merritt from the 
Registration Bureau in Washington, 
inmates of insane asylums must 
registered. Merritt has sent out in- 
structions to this effect and has in- 
structed county clerks to name the 
superintendents of these institutions 
as deputies to register their charges. 

CERTAIN ONES EXEMPT. 

In spite of previous information 
to the contrary, the members of cer- 
tain recognized military and naval 
organizations are to be exempt from 
registration, although not called for 
active service before that date.

B. L. Winchell, director of traffic 
of the Union Pacific, in response to 
questions, said his company had an 
extra dividend of 2 per cent. a year. 
The examining attorney asked 
whether it was a fact so much money 
had been made by the Union Pacific 
that the company had a hard time 
disposing of its earnings and had 
nothing else to do with its cash but

“I have never been with a line 
where a dollar was more carefully 
conserved,” Mr. Winchell replied. 

He said the offices in New York 
were not what might be termed lux- 
vrious, that they cost $6009 to equip, 
and at that price were considered a 
good investment from the stand- 
point of advertising and good busi- 


In response to further question! 
Mr. Winchell said he — the 
establishment of Union ticket offices 
in the big cities of the country would 
effect economy. He agreed with the 
oxa mining attorney that great sav- 
ings could be made if the railroads 
of the country operated under one 
directing head. 

“If you do not get this 15 per 
cent. advance will the Union Pacific 
still be able to carry on business as 
usual and give the same service?” 
asked the attorney. 

“I should say that we would re- 
main solvent for some time,” replied 
the witness with a smile. 

From A. L. Conrad, assistant gen- 
eral auditor of the Santa Fe, the ex- 
amining attorney drew the statemen* 
that during the first three months 
of 1917 the system's revenues in- 
creased approximately $4,000,000 
over a similar period tn 1916 and 
that the increase in operating ex- 
penses was about $2,000,000. 

“At that rate,” said the attorney, 
“for every dollar of increase in ex- 
Denses your revenues have increased 
two dollars. Is there any danger of 
the Santa Fe going inte the hands 
of a receiver?’ 

“Not under the conditions of those 
months.“ the witness replied. 

W. B. Biddle, president of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, was cross- 
examined principally regarding the 
finances of that system and its re- 
organization. He said it was true that 
in the reorganization the road had 
increased its capitalization and re- 
duced its property, but explained 
that many old liabilities had been 
eliminated in the operation and that 
the new capitalization represented 
the actual value of the road. 

Counsel questioning Mr. Biddle 
emphasized the point that in the re- 
organization the road had paid out 
$13,000,000 without increasing the 
physical property and that the wage 
increases due to the Adamson law 
on the Frisco amounted to $1,000,- 
000 a year. 

R. H. Aishton, president of the 
Chicago and Northwestern. said his 
road, in view of the existing situa- 
tion, would have felt justified in 
asking the commission for immedi- 
ate relief, even if it had not joined 
all the carriers in asking for a gen- 
eral 15 per cent. increase in rates. 
He gave figures to show that the 
road's net operating revenue was 
more than a million dollars less 
during the first three months of 
1917 than in the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. 

The witness was questioned at 
length by L. E. Helm, counsel for 
the Kansas commission, on behalf 
of all the commissions represented 
at the hearing, regarding the effect 
upon the financial statement of the 
road of severe weather last winter. 
Mr. Helm pointed out that expenses 
of snow and ice removal and simi-

Efforts to find some basis on which | 


to bolster up a plausible argument 
in favor of the proposed $2,000,000 
power bond issue are being made by 
an interested coterie of individuals, 
some being paid officials of the city 
and others those whose personal 
anxiety to see the bonds pass is a 
matter for speculative gossip. It 
would be a most difficult matter, 
even were business and other condi- 
tions normal, to get a majority of 
two-thirds of the voters to stand for 
any such addition to the power bond 
indebtedness as is planned. 

Los Angeles taxpayers are too much 
dissatisfied with the administration 
of the power project up to this time, 
and too much in the dark as to the 
expenditures made from the ten mil- 
lions in power bonds already voted, 
to rush pell mell further under 
power bond mortgages. Errors in 
judgment that have made necessary 
a vastly greater bond debt for power 
than was at first estimated; changes 
of policy that have altered the origi- 
nal plan under which voters were led 
to favor the initial bond issue, when 
it was proposed to develop a great 
amount of cheap municipal power and 
wholesale it to local companies at a 
profit: indefinite and unsatisfactory 
disclosures as to why and where more 
bond funds are really needed, with 
$2,054,000 unsold power bonds lying 
in the city treasury, all these are 
reasons why advocates of the 


$2,000,000 power bonds might look to 
see the issue defeated by a wide mar- 
gin, even in normal times. With war 
taxes coming the defeat will be a 
slaughter.

It is also noteworthy that those 
facetious souls who talk about the 
desirability of the golfer taking to 
the hoe i of the golf stick, 
who yearn to see golf courses that 
have cost thousands and taken 
years to bring to their present state 
of perfection, planted to potatoes, 
are scarcely justified in their criti- 
cism. Nearly all the country clubs 
have long since put all their extra 
land, not actually utilized for links, 
into potatoes and vegetables. When 
one considers all the vast acres of 
unoccupied land available in Call- 
fornia, it would surely be peculiar- 
ly absurd to deliberately plow up 
the beautiful golf courees—quite as 
foolish as the plowing up of the 
Merritt lawn at Pasadena and the 
Venice Council's similar melodrama- 
tie enthusiasm ‘round their ny 
Hall. 

It ma very different matter in a 
little, over-populated country like 
England, which depends on circum- 
venting the submarine for its food. 
But in this country it will be time 
enough to plow up our lawns, 
parks and golf courses when all the 
Other available land is under culti- 
vation. 

Aa it is, the majority of the coun- 

try clubs are in a fair way to pro- 
duce all the vegetables for their own 
requirements, besides giving em- 
ployment to a great many men !n- 
eligible for conscription. And it 
must not be forgotten that nearly 
all the women players and certain- 
ly all the men filling the military 
requisites are already doing their 
bit in other ways, If they choose to 
play golf for their recreation they 
are no more open to criticism than 
the rest of us who continue to 
patronize the amugement houses or 
play bridge. Golf at least has the 
virtue of keeping one out of doors 
and physically fit. 
To my mind the only just criti- 
cism that can be leveled against the 
golfers is their avid penchant for 
expensive cups. And this phase is 
rapidly passing. It won't be good 
form to play for expensive cups in 
the future.

The allegation is that a certain male 
“king” of the profession and 4 prominent 
reformer have been profiting by the issuing 
of these city licenses for a vicious purpose. 

The investigations have opened up far- 
reaching ramifications, and there seems to 
be little doubt that the city had actually 
granted licenses to establishments that were 
being put to a perverted use. i 


Massage is a ized branch of effective 
health attainment, that numerous men and 
Women have perfected themselves as com- 
petent massagists, in many cases holding 
certificates of proficiency and working in 
conjunction with bona fide medical men. 
Wherefore the decision to grant no more 
licenses may conceivably work hardship on 
these people. Such a decision scarcely 
seems the satisfactory way to deal with 
the problem, since it victimizes the good 
with the bad. 


One would not have supposed there was 
any insurmountable” difficulty in discrimt- 
nating between the bona fide health estab- 
lishments and the perverters; and still less 


betraying their trust. One would imagine 
that it would be much more to the point 
to track the miscreants to their lair and 
meet out merited punishment than to close 
up a whole profession. Our police depart- 
ment ought to be capable of that. 


Dist.-Atty. Woolwine is responsible for 
the assertion that Los Angeles is more 
wholesome than any other city of its size. 
We are inclined to believe this to be true. 
In that case, a clean-up proposition should 
be fairly simple. But if we are going to 
abolish any profession in which a few of 
its members prove undesirable, or which is 
exploited for illegitimate profit by some ot 
ficial. we should have to close down half 
the city. 

There will de @ good deal more satisfac- 
tion for all concerned if the men who are 
accused of exploiting the massage parlors 
for an evil purpose are brought to book. 


The writer sat through a session of the 
licensing commission and would certainly 
have had no difficulty in discovering which 
of the applicants for licenses were bona 
fide and which were quite obviously other- 
wise.

Who Is Behind the Muzzler? 


EGULATING FOOD PRICES. 

Recent developments tend to prove 
that the race of King Canute is still far 
from extinct. History recounts. how this 
royal Dane sought to dispute his flef of 
Westminster with the tides of the sea and 
push them back—and we marvel at his ig- 
norance of natural laws. But what would 
that old viking say in his turn if he could 
view the spectacle of our modern regu- 
lators demanding that Los Angeles bakers 
shall sell for 10 cents loaves of bread that 
cost them 12 cents each? At a loss of 2 
cents a loaf? And keep it up? 

This demand savors of the Socialism that 
would abolish poverty by decree. Los An- 
geles grocers are retailing flour this week 
at 8 cents a pound; yet the baker is asked 
to make the flour into bread and sell a 
twelve-ounce loaf for 5 cents—or go to jail. 

We seem to be entering a new era in 
‘which natural laws have no place. All 
relation between supply and demand is to be 
abolished. Because bread sold three years 
ago for 5 cents a loaf there is am pie prece- 
dent for that price still to prevail. A little 
fact like the advance of 250 per cent. in the 
price of wheat is not of sufficient impor- 
tance to deprive us of our 5-cent loaf. 


There is the greatest good of the greatest 
number to be considered. Is it not better 
that 300 hundred bakers should go broke 
than that 500,000 people be compelled to 
pay 6 cents a loaf for bread? Of course 
there is the wicked wheat raiser to consider. 
But if we interfere with the price of his 
wheat he raises barley and rye instead and 
sells the crop to the distiller and the brew- 
er. The baker id right here within reach: 
and the champion of the 5-cent loaf is cer- 
tain to make a hit with the voting populace. 

While the baker is not the only one to 
be assailed, he is the easiest mark. The 


then we shall regulate the butcher and the 
grocer. France has been regulating the 
price of meat and butter for two years. We 
are a bit slow in getting started. 

Trouble has been experienced in France, 
however, in fixing thd point where regula- 
tion’ shall cease. The food commission 
fixed a minimum price for butter. French 
dairymen stopped making butter and used 
their milk for cheese. The result was an 
edict prohibiting the manufacture of cheese 
In the republic of France. It might be well 
for us to do this at the start. 

Regulating the price of bread caused the 
French bakers to use their ovens for pastry. 
It was found impracticable to regulate the 
price of this; so two days a week were set 
aside on which pastry could not be sold, 
and candy-making is to be a felony. 


Meat has been still more difficult to regu- 
late. The populace will have meat, and the 
butchers will not sell at the price fixed by 
the government. The result is that the 
traffic in meat is reduced largely to sur- 
reptitious sales in secret places that resem- 
ble the blind pigs in dry territory in Cali- 
fornia. .If we are going seriously into the 
business of regulating the price of food we 
must be prepared for the speak-easy gro- 
cery and butcher shop. In Paris at the 
present time the government is selling meat 
at three francs a pound; but only those 
who have a political pull can get their sup- 
plies at the state markets. In the French 
speak-easies meat retails at five francs a 
pound. 

Some will wonder how the French gov- 
ernment can sell meat at three francs when 
the outlaw butchers ask and receive five 
francs. That is done through a triumph 
of Socialist economy. The meat actually 
costs the government a little more than 
four francs, but the difference is made up 
from the general tax fund. That is what 
we may expect here if government recula- 
tion of supply and demand is to prevail. 
Merchants will not sell goods at a loss and 
continue in business. At the same time, 
urban populations must eat. The only solu- 
tion is for the state to act as the merchant 
and to levy a general property tax to make 


milk and butter men are te come next: 


During the darkest days of the Civil War 
we were able to get along without wrecking 
private business; but that was because we 
were not yet educated up to the principles 
of Soctalist economy. Even the great Lin- 
coln was so naive as to believe that the 
people would regulate the price of their 
food and raiment best if left to their own 
devices. The Socialist plan is so simple 
that one wonders why our forebears were 
not able to figure it out. Of course it is a 
bit hard on the taxpayers; but our modern 
Socialists do not belong to that class. They 
are either tax-eaters or they live off those 
who pay the taxes. 


THE GERMAN PEOPLE WED-

Earl Derby, England's Secretary of State 
for War—Kitchener’s successor—said on 
Friday: 

“This war will not be over until the full 
weight of America has geen thrown into 
the scales; not until America begins making 
war as though she alone faced Germany will 
there be a possibility of predicting when 
the end will come. The bigger blow Amer- 
ica is able to deltver, the sooner she de- 
livers it—the quicker will the war end and 
the new order of things be assured. Amer- 
ica has a big part to play in this struggle 
to abolish the world menace of militarism. 

“America must strike hard. We hope she 
will strike quickly. This war will not be 
over untf the full weight of America has 
been thrown into the scales.” 


Not the least among the advantages that 
will accrue to the Entente Allies and to the 
civilized world from the entrance of the 
United States into the conflict will be the 
moral effect on the German people when 


Germans have looked to America as a sort 
of heaven. Many have been struggling for 
years in the hope of emigrating here. Now 
the gates are closed and this will bring to 
the German people the consciousness that 
they are victims of a system they are being 
slaughtered to defend. Millions of Germans 
who are willing to fight and die to make 
their country victorious over the Entente 
Allies would welcome the entry into Berlin 
of troops bearing aloft the Stars and Stripes, 
even as the storm-tossed mariner welcomes 
the advent of the sunshine.

The for- 
mer explodes into agonized heroics 
and blasphemous melodrama in a 
billboard crisis, and the other dis- 
solves into gentle tears in a war 
crisis. 

Both, of course, are spectacular. 
But Jeannette has at least a larger 
sense of the fitness of things. Tra- 
dition has declared that women must 
— but friend Shakespeare says 
that: 
“A woman moved is like a fountain 
troubled, 
Muddy, ill-seeming, bereft of beauty, 
And none so thirsty as will drink 
one drop of it.” 
And we must admit that Estelle 
was considerably moved. Quite pas- 
sionately, violently, explosively, rhe- 
torically moved. 
Estelle, our one lone Councilwom- 
an, whom we trusted to set so fine 
an example of calm judgment, sweet 
reasonableness, logical balance—to 
show the city just how emphatical- 
ly justified we were in demanding 
ber right to sit in the Council. 

And to think that Estelle should 
have saved up all her fine heroics, 
her concentrated emotions, for that 
crabby little day in the Council. Not 
upon the wrongs of her sex: not 
upon the woes of afflicted children; 
not upon the sacrifices of splendid 
youth in war; not upon the injus- 
tices of humanity, the jeopardy of 
civilization, the crimes of modern 
warfare—no; Estelle saved up all 
her passionate explosiveness for— 
billboards. 

Oh, Estelle, how could you? 

You see, dear, you personify your 
sex in this city. You were our one 
feminine representative. All women 
will be j@iged on your achievements. 
And we women, who have so confi- 
dently insisted that we embodied all 
the noble qualities, the culture, the 
ideals, the art, the music, the finer 
things of life, who strove always for 
the city beautiful, scenic charms, 
sublimity of purpose, who stand ad- 
amantly for a regenerated world, 
find to our horror that our Estelle, 
our chosen representative, has been 
rursing tremendous ‘passions in her 


| bosom, a frightful store of melodra- 


matic rhetoric in her brain, a violent 

concentration of rapturous advocacy 

in her heart—for billboards. 
Billboards—the quintessential es- 


| sence of commercialism. Billboards— 


the final degradation of art. Ru, 
boards—the ultimate preposterous 
impertinence. Billboards —the 
screaming, shrieking roadside shock- 
er of the age. Billboards—the scen- 
ic monstrosity. Billboards the per- 
petual flamboyant irritant. To think 
that it was for these that our Es- 
telle exuded all those fine emotions, 
those rampant heroics, took that 
royal, raging, roaring, ripping, rash 
and reckless stand, flung down the 
gauntlet to society, threw discretion 
to the winds, laid herself on the al- 
tar of public ridicule. 

To see Estelle going about the 


stern face, set lips, ferocious mien, 
haughty indignation, the embodi- 
ment of mighty purpose and fierce 
resolve—one could well imagine that 
she had publicly offered to be burned 
at the stake for a great religious 
faith. And almost had her offer ac- 
cepted. Who was it sold his birth- 
right for a mess of pottage? Es- 
telle is willing to lay down her life 
for billboards. One just knows that 
she suffers spasms of righteous ad- 
vocacy every time she sees “B.D.V., 
the one-button underwear, Regener- 
ates Father’s Youth,” or “Chester- 
field Cigarettes—the best on the 
market, twenty for a dime,“ or 
“Tales of the Underworld—horrible 
vice exposure—Main street Theater,” 
or “The Downfall of a Mayor, Se. 
bastian in the title role.” Her soul 
just throbs with righteous ferocity 
every time she thinks of them being 
removed from our dull streets. 
How else can we ever hope to 
know what cleanser no household is 
complete without? How else can we 
be informed of the superlative and 
peerless virtue of thirty brands of 
coffee? One sees Estelle grow thin 
and pale and harassed as the awful 
‘thought of their removal bites deep 
into her valiant, protective heart. 
Ah, yes, Estelle has assured her- 
self that humanity, civilization, the 
sanctity of the home, the perma- 
nence of the institution of matri- 
mony, religious faith, international 
law and heaven's own ideals can 
only be preserved by retaining the 
billboards. What else could make 
her spend her Ute's blood in su- 
preme and violent heroics but such 
a conviction? 
Oh, well!

BUSINESS AS USUAL. 
{CONTRIBUTED TO TRE 
BY CHARLES M. PEPPER, 

Formerly Trade Adviser to the Unit-

oe business, in the 


midst of stupendous war ac- 

tivities, goes on as usual. In- 
dustry is speeded up, but the ord- 
nary transactions of 100,000,000 peo- 
ple are not halted. 

Nor does the government assume 
that there is occasion for the sus- 
pension of normal activities. A cer- 
tain number of able-bodied men will 
be withdrawn from productive occt- 
pations to serve in the army and 
navy and in the auxiliary labors 
made necessary through military op- 
erations. Yet this percentage is 
comparatively small. 


Moreover, the United States has 


before it the experience of England 
and the other belligerents under 
which it was found necessary so to 
apportion the number of persons em- 
ployed for military purposes as not 
to cripple agricultural and industrial 
production. It is a question of ad- 
justment under which the interrup- 
tion of normal employment is brief. 
For the great mass of the civilian 
population which does not become 
soldiers and sailors the situation re- 
quires thought, but there is no oc- 
casion for hysteria. 

Within a year 2,000,000 Americans 
may be under arms, but there will 
remain 100,000,000 who are produc- 
ing and consuming, just as in ordi- 
nary times. The panic which has 
seemed impending is a psychological 
panic, due to too much imagination. 
Every head of a household and every 
housewife imagines that the time 
will come when they will not have 
the means of buying enough to éat 
and wear. They ignore an economic 
consideration, which is a character- 
istic of all wars. ‘Everybody, that is, 
every able body, is able to earn 
something. Employment is general, 
and pay is certain. 

The credit of the government frees 
it from the embarrassment of pri- 
vate employers who, in periods of 
depression, are not sure how they 
will be able to meet their weekly 
pay roll. In the existing circum- 
stances every private employer has 
the government back of him, be- 
cause the government's war activi- 
ties insure a demand for his prod- 
ucts. Prices keep rising. but with 
employment universal, usually there 
is more than one member of the 
family earning an income. It is not 
as during hard times, when the 
wage-earner who is employed may 
have to help support another wage- 
earner who is out of employment. 

That is one side of the question. 
The other relates to the means of 
meeting the scarcity of various food 
products and also of procuring ar- 
ticles of apparel and the miscella- 
neous merchandire which is essen- 
tial to the maintenance of the house- 
hold. Saving is desirable, but it 
should be common-sense saving. 

The Department of Agriculture 
time and again has pointed out the 
enormous waste of food in American 
households amounting to $700,000,- 
000 annually. Another means of 
saving is in proportioning the fam- 
ily market basket, so that a given 
sum will buy the proper quantity of 
sustenance distributed in the most 
effective manner. In other words, 
that there will be plenty of what the 
— scientists call calories, or heat 
units. 

A further means of saving is fre- 
quently pointed out by the great 
mercantile establishments. This is 
in the cost of delivery. Exhorta- 
tions to purchasers to take home 
their own purchases, and save the 
cost of delivery, have been made so 
systematically that it may be peo- 
ple at last have begun to com pre- 
hend how important it is. 

Taking the saving which may be 
effected through using food which 
heretofore has been wasted, through 
better proportioning the family mar- 
ket basket and through the elimina- 
tion of the cost of delivery, the or- 
dinary family will find itself in a 
much better position to meet the 
increased cost of living. These 
methods are genuine economy as 
compared with the frenzied economy 
of hoarding or stopping purchases 
entirely, or of buying wildly beyond 
immediate needs. 

The big department stores of the 
cities, and the general stores of the 
towns, from their own experience, 
could explain all this to their cus- 
tomers who fear that there is some 
impending calamity under which the 
American people are likely to face 
famine. 

Nothing of the sort impends. An 
that is necessary is for everybody 
to practice economy, with a good 
mixture of common sense, and to 
keep on buying. In that way busi- 
ness will go on as usual with the 
American families as it goes on as 
usual with the American govefrn- 
ment, notwithstanding the war.

ASK RATE CUT 


East-bound Freight Charge is 
Called Unreasonable. 


with Foreign Product. 


Examiner George T. Bell of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
yesterday at the Federal Building 
heard the request of the California 
walnut and almond growers that the 
eastbound rallway rate of $1.40 per 
100 on nuts be declared unreasonable 
and discriminatory. 

The witnesses in behalf of the 
growers were C. C. Teague, presi- 
dent, and Carlisle Thorpe, manager 
of the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association. 

It was estimated by these witness- 
es that California produces about 
40 per cent. of the total walnut crop 
of the world. The only available 
figures show that the foreign produc- 
tion in 1916 amounted to 36,000,000 
pounds, and that California pro- 
duced about 27,000,000 pounds. It 
was shown that the importation of 
foreign walnuts has increased since 
the beginning of the war. 


KEEN COMPETITION. 


Witness’ Thorpe said it is neces- 
sary for the California growers to 

ht all the time for a market in 
the East in competition with the 
foreign growers. At the beginning 
of the season (and it is necessary 
to move the crop in ninety days) 
prices are fixed that will enable the 
local men to compete with foreign 
growers. Walnuts kept after the be- 
ginning of the year deteriorate, and 
it has been figured that it costs 1% 
cents a pound to carry walnuts from 
one season to another. If the prices 
of walnuts drop after a rate has been 
established a rebate is allowed deal- 
ers; if prices are increased there is 
no way to get added payment on 
suppiles already disposed of. 

It was testified that walnuts 
raised abroad are a by-product of 
the countries where they are pro- 
duced, and the low value of the land 
and cheapness of labor make compe- 
tition for California growers very 
sharp. It has been estimated that 
in California the average yield of 
walnuts per acre is about 625 
pounds; Mr. Thorpe said his walnut 


wi orchard produces about 1000 pounds 


per acre, but that is exceptional. 

He said there is no understanding 
with the independents: the associa- 
tion has not taken in any independ- 
ents, but they can get in if they pack 
their nuts according to the rules 
adopted by the association. 


NUTS FROM CHINA, 


The California walnuts growers, it 
was said, have not only to meet the 
competition of European-grown 
nuts that come as far west as Den- 
ver and Kansas City, but Chinese 
nuts are landed at San Francisco and 
marketed extensively west of the 
Rocky Mountains. 

The marketing and sale of nuts 
4s an open proposition, said Mr. 
Thorpe; there is no agreement with 
importers or dealers. 

He declared California growers 
are paying a higher freight rate 
than foreign importers and grow- 
ers, and that the figure of $1.40 per 
100 is grossly discriminatory. There

MISSING CASH. 


City Council to Investigate 
Power Procedure. 
Fourteen Thousand Dollars is 
Hidden in Shuffle.’ 


Conwell Demands to Know 
its Whereabouts. 


An investigation into the actual 
workings of the temporary power 
contract was begun yesterday by the 
City Council when Councilman Con- 
well requested information concern- 
ing the payment of $23,000 for 
Street lighting. That there is a dis- 
crepancy of $14,000 was pointed out 
by Mr. Conwelj, who offered a reso- 
lution demanding from the Board 


of Public Service Commissioners and 
those interested in the operating 
contract information concerning re- 
cent large payments which have 
been made, or should have been 
made, to the city. 

“According to the best informa- 
tion I have,” said Councilman Con- 
well, “a payment of about $23,000 
was made to the Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Corporation about May 
18. Of this amount approximately 
$14,000 should have been paid by 
the Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation to the Pacific Light and 
Power Company for current fur- 
nished for the street lighting. This 
$14,000 should have been turned in- 
to the city treasury, but to date no 
such sum hae been paid. It seems 
to me we should demand a correct 
report of all procedings in connec- 
tion with this power contract be 
made to this City Council at once.” 

Then Councilman Conwell intro- 
duced a resolution asking that the 
Board of Public Service Commis- 
sioners show what has become of 
the money. This resolution wae sec- 
onded by Councilman Langdon and 
was passed unanimously. 

“Until a board of control ts ap- 
pointed, we have no chance to get 
the facts,” said Councilman Betkou- 


ski. “You say this demand was 
cashed May 18, Mr. Conwell. We 
should ow about this. We are 
merely king for light on a dark 


subject. You know how I stand 
with regard to that contract. No- 
body knowe what has become of 
that money and until they appoint 
that board of control no one may 
expect to know.” 

It is understood a committee of 
three will be appointed by the Coun- 
cil ta make the investigation. The 
resolution does not carry any recom- 
mendation. It leaves the matter en- 
tirely in the hands of the president 
of the Council, to do as he shall 
deem best. It is understood Mr. 
Conwell will be chairman of this 
special committee. 

Public Service Commissioner 
Kemp sad regarding the statement 
of Councilman Conwell: 

“There's nothing in it. The city 
hasn't had that whole sum because 
the whole amount is not coming to 
the city under the terms of the con- 
tract. Before that whole amount 
can be paid, the cost of operation, 
the 2 per cent. for the apecial fund, 
the 6 per cent. for the Interest on 
the sinking fund and the 2% per 
cent. depreciation must be deduct- 
ed. This ts only another effort to 
tangle matters.” L

TIMELY ADVICE. 


Told How to Produce Maxi- 
mum of Foodstuffs. 
Gain Confidence of Mexican 
Ranch Hands. 


Construct Silas, Conserve All 
Stock Feed. 


What the farmers of Los Angeles 
county can do to assist the nation 
in producing the largest possible 
quantity of food m the present emer- 
gency was detailed to Judge Wood. 
acting for Judge Finlayson during 
the latter's illness, as chairman of 
the Los Angeles County Council of 
Defense, in a communication from 
Sacramento received yesterday. 

The farmers are recommended to 
conserve stock feed; not to over- 
feed hay to work stock; construct 
silos and grow silage crops in the 
dairy sections; extend intercrops to 
all young orchards; increase crop 
production by conserving all surplus 
water: create district labor bureaus; 
make a school vacation coincide with 
the walnut harvest: gain the confi- 
dence of Mexican laborers and there- 
by reduce their migration; provide 
suitable living quarters for farm 
labor and give them space for a gar- 


en. 

An interesting and important re- 
view of crop conditions in Los An- 
geles county for last month is that 
the bean crop this year will ap- 
parently be from 70 per cent. to 80 
per cent, above the normal. A total 
crop of 50 per cent. above the aver- 
age is anticipated. The beet acreage 
is thought to be possibly ö per cent. 
above the normal with prospects for 
at least an average crop. 

From present indications the wal- 
nut crop will be 115 per cent. of 
normal of the past few years. It is 
expected there will be a combined 
chtrus crop 10 to 15 per cent. above 
the average. The increase will be 
due in part to the tonnage from 
roung and heretofore non-produc- 
tive greves. 

FRUIT CROP UP. 

The deciduous fruit crop apparent- 
ly will total from 50 to 75 per cent. 
above the normal. The trees are 
well loaded in general and targe 
sreag of young trees are producing 
their first commercial crop this year. 
The potato acreage is estimated to 
be 6 per cent. above the normal, but 
below normal in condition. Onions 
ere apparently normal in acreage 
and condition. The cabbage acreage 
is 20 to 25 per cent. above normal, 
the condition, however, indicates 


The threshed grains are 19 to 15 
per cent. below normal in acreage 
and condition, with a reasonable ex- 
pectation of only 80 per cent. of a 
total crop. It is reported that con- 
siderable quantities of straw are an- 
nually burned in the Antelope Val- 
ley: better use should be made of 
this material either as feed for dry 
stock or by plowing back into the 
sofl. The carrying capacity of 
pastures are only 80 to 90 per cent. 
of normal, 

The alfalfa acreage has —— 
possibly 3 per cent. above 
but with an unusually cool, drv 
spring, the total crop will very likely 
Be somewhat below the average. 

Barley and other grain hays are 
considerably below normal in both 
acreage and condition. It seems rea- 
sonably certain that there will not 
be over 75 per cent. of a normal crop 
of grain hay produced in the 
county thie year. On every ha 
there ts an indication that the sup- 
ply of stock feed is considerably be- 
low the average, and it therefore 
becomes the duty of every farmer 
to conserve the forage feed for his 
animals. Farmers, as a rule, have 8 
tendency to overfeed their work 
stock with hay. This is not only 
wasteful, but mav actually reduce 
the efficiency of the teams. Ho 
should not have free access to the 
hay stacks where they overeat, and 
further waste their food by tramp- 
ing it into the ground. 

VALUE OF SILAS. 


There seems to be a very general 
feeling that silos would materially 
increase the live stock carrying ca- 
pacity of the county in the dairy sec- 
ticns and their construction, together 
with the growth of silos crops, are 
strongly recommended. 

The number of live stock in the 
county is thought to be normal. The 
condition of the beef cattle is some- 
what »Selow par. There is a genera! 
feeling that the total poultry popu- 
lation is about to be decreased on 
account of the high price of feed. 

Apparently about 50 per cent. of 
the young orchards is normally inter- 
cropped to beans. This should be in- 
ereased to nearly 100 per cent. dur- 
ing the current season. The very 
favorable bean market wafrants this 
increase. 

The irrigated area can de in- 
creased during the current season 
to the extent of several hundred 
acres. This is especially true in the 
San Fernando Valley where ample 
water is available. It is estimated 
the area of the Antelope Valley 
might be extended possibly 1000 
acres by the use of water from the 
various irrigation systems already 
established. The recent emergency 
water bill passed by the State Legis- 
lature frees the owner of such water 
from any permanent encroachment 
upon his water right due to the sale 
of water during the present war. 
School vacations occurring in Ser- 
tember and October would material- 
ly assist in the walnut harvest. The 
gathering of this crop its maln 
light, clean work, where boys and 
girls with the proper leadership 
micht prove very efficient. 

The abnormal migration of Mext- 
can laborers from one section to an- 
other the current season has been 
due, apparently, to a high and finc- 
tuating labor wage. The protab'e 
return during the past few weeks of 
any amount of this labor to Mexico 
seems unlikely. Steps should be 
taken to gaia the confidence of the 
Mexican laberer to allay his fears 
of a war with Mexico and assure him 
proper protection in soch «rent. 
The rancher where workmen are 
most lIfberally treated are having 
very little labor trouble. Properly 
housed and well-paid laborers, as a 
rule, are standing by the fa-mers fn 
thie time of etrees. Aleo the allot- 
ment of suitable garden space and 
provision for poultry keeping, and so 
forth, to the ranch workmen with 
families, hate a food evonemi: and
